cial security advisory council today 
ecommended drastic revision of the 
social security act to include im- 
mediately 5,000,000 additional per- 
sons, and urged studies of coverage 
of 13,000,000 more of the nations 
workers.

council's most important recommen- 
dations follows: 
1 A recommendation for speeding 


and insuring payment of old-age 
benefit payments. 


2. Improvement in the structure 


and scope of benefits. 


3 Expansion of the system to

that our mission is to set a good ex- 
ample.

IMPLIED CONDEMNATION 


I call this sound reasoning-. 
It 


was adroitly expressed too. It cer- 
tainly implied a condemnation of 
dictatorship also; the plain infer- 
ence was that dictator-ridden peo- 
ples NEED to have a good example 
shown to them. Maybe it likewise 
was a slap at weak-kneed democra- 
cies, which have been permitting to- 
talitarian regimes to make monkeys 
out of them lately. Yet it wasn't so 
worded as to give fault-finders justi- 
fication for claiming that "F. D." 
was undertaking to rake other coun- 
tries over his oratorical coals. 
In 


fact, it's hard to see why that speech 
shouldn't get by even Berlin's or 
Rome's 
or 
Tokyo's 
censorships. 


Nevertheless the Nazis, the Fascists 
and the Japanese will be middling 
dense if they miss the presidential 
inuendo. 


Incidentally, it wasn't necessary 


for President Roosevelt to warn the 
dictators to keep out of Uncle Sam's 
sphere of influence. 


Those chaps don't have to be re- 


minded of our agitation for army, 
navy and aviation upbuilding, of our 
Pan-American conference at Lima 
or of our general disgust at their 


racial and religious persecutions. 
They're fully informed as to these 
Yankee tendencies already. Rubbing 
the idea in v/ould be superfluous. 


Parenthetically: 
It's deplorable that we have to 


make these preparations. 
They're 


an unadulterated waste of energy— 
utterly 
uneconomic. 
Besides, 
a 


strongly armed nation always has 
a temptation to use its arma- 
ment, sometimes unnecessarily. War 
means promotion for warriors. 
It 


gets so that it's popular. Further- 
more, the maintenance of prepared- 
ness occasionally becomes so expen- 
sive that it seems* cheaper to go 
ahead and fight it out than to go on 
STAYING prepared. 


Still, what's a peace-loving coun- 


try to do?—with a lot of Hitlers, 
Mussolinis and Mikados in the off- 
ing? Wait until they invade Latin 
America?—with no means of stop- 
ping them? Or preserve so formid- 
able a set-up that the buccaneers 
won't dare to risk a show-down? As 
100 percent a pacifist as Represen- 
tative Louis Ludlow of Indiana pro- 
claims himself 
favorable to ade- 


quate defense against eventualities. 


The historic dope is that a Hitler 


or a Mussolini ultimately overdoes 
himself and is wiped off the map. 
Sure enough, but a war that he's 
started usually is what wipes him 
off.

She is Miss Louis Boyd, just new 


back from her summer jaunt to 
northeastern Greenland. 
She re- 


ports only to the American Geo- 
graphical society. So far as the re- 
porters are concerned, she mignt 
just as well be getting back from 
Perth Am boy. Whatever it was that 
lured her from "the land where it 
seemed always afternoon," it was 
not the instinct of showmanship. 


After her return from her 1925 


expedition, with nothing more ex- 
citing than a ferry trip to report, it 
was learned that she had shot 29 
polar bears, six of them in one dayr' 
The reporters had to dig thai out 
as best they cculd. But her scien- 
tific colleagues and mentors find 
no such gaps and elisions in her 
narrative. She has trained herself 
as a geologist and expert photogra- 
pher. She gc*;s. north to see what 
she can see, and her reports go 
through channels, without any his- 
trionic trimmings. 


If her expedition drew lots to see 


who would shoot himself when they 
were down to the last nibble of 
pemmican, the incident might get & 
footnote in her private diary, but it 
would be subordinate to the Eozoon 
fcssils of the Archean rocks.

Miss Boyd is the only woman ex- 


plorer to whom the American Geo- 
graphic society gives its sponsorship. 
She has been decorated by the Brit- 
ish and French governments, and 
her reports and pictures of the DC 
Geer Glacier Land led the Danish 
government to re-name It Miss Bcyd 
Land, In 1928. when Roald Amund- 
sen was lost, she equipped a freight- 
er, the Hobby, and joined the search- 
ing expedition. 


Her career, her absorbing life in- 


terest is in tho north. Hers is si- 
mon-pure scientific devotion and 
nothing else. The daughter of the 
late John Boyd, wealthy California 
citizen, she could have coasted easily 
through life, in the sub-tropical sun- 
shine of her native paradise. 
The 


desire to know and to add to the 
world's knowledge drove her out of 
Eden, to a bleak and bitter land 
belched up out of some deep sub- 
zero inferno.

we're sunk when we lose this desire 
to know and that it may yet impel 
us to planetary deeds more forbid- 
ding than the Greenland ice-pack.

A friend of this writer tells of 


picking up & rather showy explorer 
near Greenland, when he wns out- 
ward-bound alter a year in the ice. 
Replying to eager inquiries as to 
whflt scientific discoveries he had 
made, the explorer sSaad he had es- 
tablished the fact that there would 


{be a long wave of moonlight nights 
in the Arctic. 
The reporter was 


skeptical, cross-questioned the sci- 
entific personnel of the ship, and 
found that the skipper had been 
reading a high school astronomy 
book, in the 
chartroom library, 


which described an occasional piling 
up of moonlight in the Arctic, due 
to simple celestial mechanics. That 
had given him his cue. 


This writer, button-hcling many 


explorers inward or outward bound, 
lias found that showmanship is apt 
to be an important detail of the un- 
dertaking, with its build-up for 
books and lectures. We can be in- 
dulgent as to this, as most of them 
are up to something worth while, but 
it is interesting to note that it is 
the one woman among them who 
brings back the cold, unadorned, 
factual account which science es- 
teems. 


This in spite of the fact that ic 


is her sex which is supposed to go 
in for embeilishment, illusion and 
make-believe, and that it is cnly 
the men who deal in "hard facts". 
But I have an idea that important 
basic motivations of women 
are 


clearer, harder, less sentimental and 
more realistic than those of men. 
When any really important life- 
urge is concerned "the female of 
the species is more deadly than the 
male"—and frequently more plausi- 
ble.

In a report just released by Miss 


Alice Sterling, librarian for the New 
Castle free public library, it was 
learned that the library now has a 
very large daily circulation.

PENN STATE SCORES NUMER- 


OUS VICTORIES 
AT THE 


LIVESTOCK SHOW 


Pennsylvania State College made 


in 
autstanding 
showing at 
the 


Thirty-ninth Annual International, 
Live stock exhibition recently held 
in Chicago. 


A complete computation of the 


awards in the Swine division show- 
ed that Pennsylvania 
State took 


$415 
in cash prizes compared with 


$370 won by Perdu University the 
second high winner. 


When the final plaeings had been 


made Penn State had the ribbon for 
the Grand Champion barrow of the 
Show, the same barrow was Cham- 
pion in the class for weights between 
260 and 300 pounds. Other prizes 
on the Berkshires included Second 
to Sixth places on barrows of 180 
and under 200 pounds in weight; 
First and Second in class weighing 
220 pounds and under 260 pounds; 
First in the class of barrows weighing 
260 and under 300 pounds; First on 
a pen of three barrows weighing 180 
and under 220 pounds, as well as a 
pen of barrows weighing 220 pounds 
and under 260 pounds; Second place 
on a pen weighing 260 pounds and 
under 300 pounds. Penn State re- 
ceived first placing for five barrows 
get of one sire. 


Penn. State also exhibited excep- 


tional Chester Whites and Poland 
Chinas. Five placings were won in 
various weight classes of those two 
breeds. 


The Grand Champion ^wether of 


the Show was a Southdown of pure- 
bred breeding by the College. The

STORE FLOWER SEEDS UNDER 


DRY CONIUTIONS 


Are you one of the many flower 


gardeners who collected seed from 
flower plants last, summer? If you 
are, remember to keep them dry over 
winter. 


Most people find stout paper bags 


or envelopes most satisfactory con- 
tainers. A good plan is to mark each 
plainly and then arrange alphabeti- 
cally in boxes. 


After the ground has frozen stiff- 


ly, it is a good plan to mulch ever- 
greens heavily witti straw or well- 


' rotted cow manure. This is partic- 


ularly true for trees transplanted 
this fall. It is also desirable to mulch 
woody ornamentals. Be careful in 
mulching boxwood—not to get the 
mulch directly against the plants. 


It is a good plan to hill bush roses 


with loam in the shape of a cone a 
foot high. Mulch may be added as 
additional protection. 


OVERFEEDING 
HARMFUL 
TO 


VERY YOUNG CALVES 


More calves are hurt by overfeed- 


ing the first two weeks than by un- 
derfeeding. 


As soon as the calf learns to drink 


care must be taken not to over-feed. 
A quart of milk at each feeding 


may be advisable to feed only the 
first milk drawn as this is not quite 
so high in butterfat. Feeding one 
pound of milk daily for each eight 
to ten pounds liveweight of the calf 
is considered a good rule. 


There iss no best method of feed- 


ing calves. While milk is essential 
during the first few weeks, a switch 
may be made gradually to one of 
several other types of feeding. 'A 
trend toward the dry mix method of 
raising calves has been noted in re- 
cent years. It allows for a minimum 
amount of milk and at the same 
time keeps the calves growing in a 
thrifty manner. 


Many dry mixes have been' com- • 


pounded both by commercial con- 
cerns and agricultural experiment 
stations. Some companies have sold 
their mixes in the form of cubes or 
pellets. 


Recent work at the New York Ag- 


ricultural Experiment station has 
shown very interesting results with 
the use of cereal yeast feed. This 
consists of approximately 60 per 
cent, gluten feed, 20 per cent corn 
germ oilmeal, and 20 per cent dried 
yeast. By using about 10 per cent of 
the cereal yeast feed in calf starters, 
growth was increased from 18 to 25 
per cent. 


Water is essential in the good 


growth of calves even when they are 
receiving whole or skim milk. In an 
experiment at the Wisconsin Agri- 
cultural Experiment Station, a group 
of calves receiving water ate one- 
third more grain, twice as much 
hay, and gained nearly one-half 
pound more per calf pea1 day than 
another group receiving no water. 


DECORATIONS 
ESSENTIAL 
TO 


CHRISTMAS HOLIDAY 


In keeping with the Christmas 


spirit and tradition, holiday decora- 
tions play an important role. The 
wreath, the candle, the star, the 
cross, and the Christmas tree belong 
to this festive occasion. 


Arrange ttoe decorations according 


to your own idea and plan them so 
that they will harmonize with the 
furnishings indoors and outdoors, 
Miss Julia Markle, home economics 
extension representative 
of ' Law- 


rence 
County, says. .Decorations 


should, not only harmonize in color 
with their surroundings but also 
should be in good proportion to the 
space in which they are to be used. 


Suitable materials for holiday dec- 


orations are evergreens, cones, ber- 
ries, seed pods and dried grasses that 
may be secured from the woods, the 
florist, or the home grounds. 


Most of these may be used in their 


natural state,, but to secure varia- 
tion, paint or spray the seed pods, 
cones, some branches and leaves 
with white, aluminum, or silver 
paint. However, streamlining Christ- 
mas decorations too much seems to 
be a bit out of place. 


A frame is needed to make a 


wreath. This may be number 9 wire 


firm enough to bend into a circle, 
or we may buy a-frame from the 
florist. A wire coat hanger 'fulled 
into.a circle makes a.n excellent form 
and also produces a hook for hang- 
ing the wreath. To make the wreath, 
cut the sprigs of evergreen into 6- 
inch lengths and with a fine wire, 
bind two or three of these at a time 
to the wire frame. Pull the binder 
tight so the twigs will not slip. Con- 
tinue until the frame is covered. Pull 
the first sprigs back so that the stem 
ends of the last ones fit under them.

wreath is made, Miss Markle ex- 
plains. They may be colored berries, 
such as bittersweet, bay berry, or 
winter berry, cones or seed pods. 
Milkweed pods, a.corns, and white 
pine sprigs silvered with paint, then 
wired into small bunches, give a 
decided interest to an otherwise 
plain wreath. Place these at the top 
or at the bottom or just above or be- 
low the side centers of the piece. 


If the stems of the decorations are 


stiff, pointing the ends so they will 
push into the wreath is enough to 
hold them in place. Otherwise slip or 
wire on to hairpins or tooth picks 
so the sharp points will slide easily 
into the foundation. 


For something different this year, 


Miss Markle suggests that, we try 
sleighbells instead of a wreath. The 
bells are a great uplifter for low 
spirits as we hear the bells tinkle 
each time the door is opened. Al- 
though bells are a thing of the past 
and foreign to present-day' living 
conditions, they will arouse recol- 
lections in the minds of older folks.

Have you been through 
your 


woodlot recently? An inspection now 
is timely. You may be surprised at 
the number of trees you decide to 
cut for improvement of remaining 
timber. 


Tall, clean, straight and sound 


trees are the ones to leave for 
growth into valuable products. Short, 
bushy, crooked, decayed or wide 
spreading trees are the kind to re- 
move to prevent their choking out 
more desirable specimens. 


Carry a small hand axe or hatchet 


as you go through the woods for 
marking trees you decide to remove. 
When the opportune time arrives, it 
will be a simple matter to locate the 
blazed trees. 


To save time and labor, a common 


method is to concentrate on one-or 
two acres in removing cull trees.

Food For Some Folks 
Is Poison For Others 


(Special To" The News) 


NEW WILMINGTON, Dec. 19.— 


"What is good for Mr. Jones to eat 
might easily be poison for 
Mr. 


Smith," according to Dr. B. E. Quick, 
Westminster 
college biology head, 


whose hobby is the study of "aller- 
gies" . . . foods and dust particles 
in the air, which cause" a multitud- 
ious number of human.ills, such as 
hay-fever, asthma, headaches, nau- 
sea, and many cases of internal dis- 
orders. 


Such an innocent item as buck- 


wheat cakes or honey might be rel- 
ished throughout a lifetime by one 
man, according to the allergies spec- 
ialist, and cause an individual hy- 
persentitiye to buckwheat of honey 
to grow violently ill, 


"Parents are often unfair to chil- 


dren, by forcing them to eat foods 
the youngsters dislike," Dr. Quick 
believes. "While such a valuable food 


as spinach might in most cases be 
a .good diet, a child allergic to spin- 
ach might become very ill from eat- 
ing it." 


Listing queer cases of allergy, Dr. 


Quick mentions: a:man who could 
sleep on a. pillow of goose-feathers 
with,... comfort, but suffered 
from 


asthma when he slept on a pillow of 
chicken-feathers; a man who swal- 
lowed a leaf,of poison-ivy every year, 
thinking it would cause him to be- 
come immune to poison-ivy; and an 
individual who was cured of hay- 
fever by having innoculated into his 
blood-stream a serum made from or- 
dinary "house-dust," to which he 
was allergic. 


Foods which cause people -distress 


when eaten should be placed on the 
taboo list for people "allergic" to 
them, Dr. Quick asserts, if they are 
interested in living to a ripe old 
age.

Jones Gives Regulations 


For Pedestrians To Obey 


"Pedestrians have the right of way 


when crossing in a marked or un- 
marked sidewalk" Traffic Commis- 
sioner Thomas Jones -said, today in 
outlining some regulations for pe- 
destrians. 


Other regulations issued by Jones 


follows: 


"Pedestrians starting to cross with 


the 'GO' signal in marked or un- 
marked crosswalks have the right of 
way over motorists making right or 
left turns into cross streets. 


"The Motorist has the right of 


way when a Pedestrian crosses the 
roadway at any other point than a 
marked or unmarked crosswalk. 


."The Pedestrian is prohibited from 


crossing the street or highway be- 


tween 
adjacent 
intersections 
at 


which traffic control signals are in 
operation. 


"At a 'Stop' and 'Go' signal always 


cross with the green light or'"''with 
the "Walk" signal; the Motorist ex- 
pects you to cross then. Go back if 
the light changes to yellow just as 
you step off the curb. 


"At an intersection always use the 


crosswalk; do not "Jay Walk". 


"Hesitate a moment to observe 


traffic before starting to cross and 
then walk/briskly; be sure the mo- 
torist can see you, especially at night 
—This will give him an opportunity 
to let you cross if you remember that 
he is driving a heavy and speedy 
vehicle which can not turn, swerve 
or stop without warning,"

TO WAR AREAS

NEW YORK, Dec. 19,—Doubt that 


F Donald Coster, who shot himself 
to death after being unveiled as 
swindler JPhilip M, Musica, .shipped 
arms to warring countries was ex- 
pressed today by Saunders Norvell, 
former chairman of the board of 
McKesson and Robbins. 


Detailing how Coster handed over 


a million dollar certified check to 
obtain control of the 105-year-old 
drug firm on Sept. 26, 1926, Norvell 
said: 
"I do not believe he could have 


obtained arms for shipment. Where 
could he have gotten them? Muni- 
tions makers in the United States 
have no stock of military rifles or

' "Essentials" in the medicine chest, 
according to the biology professor, 
are gauze, iodine, adhesive tape, rub- 
bing alcohol, absorbent cotton, a

disinfectant, smelling 
salts, 


argyrol, an eye-dropper, a ther- 
mometer, an eye-cup, and a package 
of boracic acid. 
- Conclusions were arrived at by Dr. 
Matthews through a survey of medi- 
cine chests in the Pittsburgh and 
New 
Wilmington districts. Many 


house-wives refused to allow inspec- 
tion of their medicine chests, and 
others asked students aiding in the 
survey to "come back tomorrow so 
that they could "tidy up their medi- 
cine cabinets a bit." 


*Lmong the odds and ends found 


by the medicine-chest surveyors was 
"water from the River Jordan," used 
for baptising; a vaseline and brown- 
Bugar ointment for croup; and a 
lotion for use after husking corn. 
One medicine-chest measured six 
feet tall and a foot deep, and con- 
tained 182 different types of medi- 
cines, estimated by Dr. Matthews as 
comprising a $100 investment. 
•'•:"People should go to doctors about 
severe headaches, ear-aches, pains 
irTtheir back, bad sore-throats, a.nd 
the like," Dr. Matthews commented, 
•'instead of diagnosing their own ills 
|,nd buying their own medicines.

GUINEA PIGS ARE 


MOST WIDELY USED 


NEW WILMINGTON, Dec. 19.— 


'.'Millions of guinea pigs, rats, dogs 
and cats must die in order that men 
might live," is the answer of Dr. 
Harlow S. Osgood of the Westmin- 
ster college chemistry department, 
to the wave of anti-vivisection crit- 
icism sweeping the country today. 


Dr. Osgood, formerly head of the 


Small Animal laboratory 
of 
the 


Texas state experimental station, 
points out that guinea pigs are used 
widely in science, because they catch 
almost all of mankind's diseases: 
common 
colds, tuberculosis, 
and 


others. So important have animals 
become in experimenting with foods, 
new drugs, and serums, that certain 
concerns in the United States sup- 
ply pedigreed rats and guinea pigs 
whose age to seconds is known. Ped- 
igreed white rats sell for $2.50 each, 
and common ones fifty cents each! 


One of the most important experi- 


ments being carried on now through 
the use of white rats is one to de- 
termine 
whether 
elderly 
people 


should eat the same diet as youth, 
according to Dr. Osgood, who worked 
on the old age diet at Cornell uni- 
versity. 


"Thousands of people would die 


every year from new, untried drugs 
alone if they were not first tried on 
animaJs," according to the experi- 
mental-expert. "And young medical 
doctors would have to do their ex- 
perimenting on humans instead on 
cats and dogs, in learning the tech- 
nique of operations."

NEW YORK, Dec. 19—Wall Street 


resumed operations on the upside 
today after last week's late reaction, 
a.s the stock market inaugurated a 
new week with an advance of 1 to 
2 points. 


Trading was moderately active, 


with movements in aviations and 
steels almost completely dominating 
the forenoon trend. Several of the 
air issues climbed into new high 
ground for the year. 


Douglas and United Aircraft were 


the outstanding performers, both 
reaching new high ground on gains 
of 2 and a shade less, respectively. 
Bendix Aviation, up a point, also 
hit a new 1938 peak, while Boeing 
gained as much. 


In a strong and active steel group, 


U. S. Steel ran up close to 2 points, 
while Bethlehem and Youngstown 
climbed more than a point. Chrysler 
also was up more than a point for 
a time, bus General Motors' gain 
was limited to a fraction. 


The poor Swift & Co. report for 


the fiscal year ended Oct. 29 brought 
a drop of more than a point in the 
company's stock. The net loss of 
$3,493,978, contrasted with a net in- 
come of $9,214,120 in the previous 
fiscal year. 
Rails, coppers, electrical equip- 


ments, rubbers and utilities general- 
ly were fractionally above previous 
closing levels.
